COAL MIXERS' STRIKE. 


Tbe Vtgftn Are Gaining Strength In the 


PiUtburg Dittrict. 


Pittsburg .July 9.—The close of the 


third day ot th« miners' strike finds 
the diggers gaining strength rapidly in 
the Pittsburg district, «latlng tie offi- 
cials and men correspondingly. 


The result of the struggle up to date, 


as gleaned from unbiased as well as 
partisan sources, is about as follows: 
Nineteen thousand men idle, an 
al- 


most total suspension of work in tbe 
Mines along the MoBongaheto river, 
suspension practically total on the 
Wheeling division of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, only about 50 men 
working there; all «f the railroad 
mines closed down with the exception 
of the M. A. Hanna &, Company mines 
along the Panhandle, the New York 
and Cleveland Gas Coal company, and 
a few individual mines which can 'have 
but Htle effect on the situation. 


The Hanna mines have about one- 


third of their usual number of men at 
work, and this slight increase over ap- 
pears to be the only advantage the op- 
erators have gained. 


The coming out of the men along the 


Baltimore and Ohio is a decided vic- 
tory for the miners, because these men 
were working under an ironclad agree- 
ment, and by their loyaJty to their 
brethren forfeit $8,OW) in wages which 
the company holds out. 


The situation as to the supply of 


coal can not be called serious as yet, 
because there are from 12 to 15 mil- 
lions of bushels of Uie blank diamonds

The nest important acquisition was 


made in 1345, when tbe republic of 
'Texas became a member of the federal 
tJaton. The mere act of admitting Tesas 
ntto the sisterhood of states cost the 
government; little, of course, but tbe 
fmitiers of the state were not olearly 
defined, and this led to the Mexican 
war of I845-S. in which thousands of 
American lives were lost and vast 
•ami of mosey expended. As the result 
of the Mexican war,- however, the Unit- 
ed States made its fourth acquisition of 
territory, partly by way of indemnity 
and partly by way of purchase. 


Texas added to the national domain 


atone 325,000 square miles, while tbe 
territory actjniied from Mexico added 
aot less than 650,000 square miles. 
Thw latter--area has since been carved 
into the states of California, Utah and 
Nevada and,parts of Colorado, Arizona 
and 2Tew Mexico. Iu addition to the 
last territory already mentioned tbe 
dated States also acqnired as tbe result 
ef the Mexican war a continuous Pacific 
seast iiae» Still another result of the 
Mexican war was the purchase in 1858 
of 80,000-square miles of territory at a 
sort of $10,000,000. This territory now 
forms a pare of Arizona and 5Jew Mex-

territory was made in 1867, during the 
administration of President Andrew 
Jehnvon, when Alaska was purchased 
from Bnssia, the consideration being 
$7,200,600. Ia this purchase 557,390 
square miles were included. .Recapitu- 
lating, the various acquisitions of ter- 
ritory to the United States have been 
as follows:

WONDERFUL TELEGRAPHY. 


An Kxp*r* T«Jk» of the Recent later**- 


tliBil Cable dun IUt«Ik. 


'I think the public hits aot thor- 


oughly appreciated the fact that the 
telegraphic work dona in connection 
with the recent interuatiooal chew cop- 
teat between members of ooognm and 
the Britiah parliament was in a num- 
ber of respects the mart remarkable feat 
of skill ever accomplished in UM hictory 
of telegrahing," said Mr. M. Marian, 
managor of the Western Onion Tele- 
graph company. 


"It took on an average only 15 sec- 


onds to transmit the moves between 
'Washington and London. During the 
two days of the game not a single tela- 
gxaphio mistake was made, and the 
overland and cable service was without 
other than momentary interruption. 
The line ran from Washington to Heart's 
Content, Nova Scotia, over the Western 
Union system, thence by the Western 
Union and Anglo-American Cable com- 
pany to Valencia, Ireland, thence to the 
house of parliament 


"Six operators were engaged in the 


work, one at each end of the three 
lines. 
When preparation was being 


made for tiie match, it was questioned 
whether moves could be telegraphed as 
rapidly as 15 per hour. The service 
given demonstrated that there might 
have been 100 moves an hour, so far as 
their transmission over the ocean was 
concerned. Of conrse abbreviations were 
used, and no time was lost in sending 
either addresses or signatures."—Wash- 
ington Star. 


BURIED DURING THE WAR.

Gold Coins. 


James Arthur, a veteran of the civil 


war, now a resident of Buffalo, arrived 
in Superior, Wis., by steamboat recent- 
ly to make inquiries concerning a trans- 
action dating back nearly 40 years. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Arthur's story, a bag 
containing $35,000 in gold was bnried 
by a man named Eli Fingers in the year 
J861 and has never been discovered to 
this day, though several expeditions 
have gone in search of it. 


Arthur and Pingers were partners in 


a bank at La Poinfce, which they closed 
and joined the army. Eli Pingers was 
killed at the battle of Richmond, Ey., 
on Aug. SO, 1863. A thorough sear<?h 
through the Pingers home iu New York 
failed to disclose any information con- 
cerning tha location of the hidden treas- 
ure. After the war Arthur married the 
sister of Piugers. He has made sevens! 
trips in search of the treasure, but in 
vain. Secently, while turning the pages 
of an old book which had once been the 
property of Eli Pingars, a small piece 
of note paper was found by Mrs. Arthur 
which contained a memorandum writ- 
ten in the handwriting of the dead sol- 
dier. This note, Mr. Arthur claims, will 
no doubt lead to the discovery of tbo 
treasure in time, bnt the reference it 
makes to roads, trees and other land- 
marks is of little avail now.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


VERY GENEROUS HORSE.

In the national parki and forest pre- 


serves of California the big trees are by 
far the most interesting aud greatest 
natural features. There are two vari- 
eties—naiaely, Sequoia s^mpervireus, 
ordinarily known as the i-edwood.. 
tbe tree which has furnished most of 
the redwood lumber of commerce, and 
Vie Sequoia gigantea, from which a 
tomparatively small amount of similar 
lumber has also beeii made. The for- 
mer ia the smaller variety and grows 
on the foothills along the coast. Tbe 
latter attains a considerably 
larger 


growth, is, more strictly speaking, the 
"big tree" of California, and is seldom 
found at a lower altitude than 6,000 
feet. 


Scattered along the extent of the Sier- 


ra Kevadas from north to south are 
many distinct and separate groups or 
groves of Sequoia gigantea. These are 
generally known by names significant 
of locality, as, for instance, "Calaver- 
as," "Tnolnmne," "Matiposa" and 
"Fresno," names of the counties in 
•which tbe groves so called are situated. 
The Tuolumne grove is iu the Yosemit* 
park, and the Mariposa near by. This 
latter is the one most frequently visited 
by tourists and contains the"Wawona' 
—a tree with a hole burned in its base 
through which the stage road runs anc 
four horse stages are driven without 
difficulty—and the "Grizzly Giant,' 
one of the largest trees in the world. 


The stately grandeur of these enor- 


mous and lofty trees is so impressive 
that it seems quite fit and natural thai 
some of the larger ones should have been 
individualized and honored with distin- 
guished titles. Nearly every state in 
the Union and every distinguished gen- 
eral of the civil war has a narnesak. 
among them. The "General Grant," in 
the General Grant park, qnd the "Gen- 
eral Sheridan" of the "Giant forest" 
(situated in the Sequoia park) are indi- 
Tiauals of the largest size. It is difficult 
to determine just which of the big trees 
is the largest, but these two and the 
"Grizzly Giant"—tbe gnarly base of 
any one of which will exceed 30 feet iu 
diameter—are probably tbe biggest trees 
yet discovered. 


The trees often grow in such inacces- 


sible mountain retreats that some of the 
territory covered by them has never yet 
been thoroughly and systematically ex- 
plored. Outside the lands reserved by 
the government a California lumber 
company owns several thousand acres 
cf these trees—enough to last 40 years, 
cutting many millions of feet per year.

by the methods employed, bnt by tbe 
ability of those who use them. In other 
words, the first place must be given to 
the pei'sonal equation of the teacher, 
while methods and devices play only a 
subordinate part. It- geerns to me, there- 
fore, that the evils now ascribed to un- 
controllable circumstances should be at- 
tributed in large part to a lack on the 
part of the teacher of those qualifica- 
tions which are essential to success. 
Consequently when 
reasonable 
de- 


mands are not met within a reasonable 
time limit we are justified in inferring 
that the fault lies with tbe teacher aud 
not with tho pupils. 


An instructive experience I once en- 


countered will serve to illustrate this 
point. On leaving a classroom in which 
I had beard a few recitations I compli- 
mented the teacher on tbo intelligence 
of her pupils. She replied: "You must 
not give me credit for that. These chil- 
dren are Russians, and one can do any- 
thing with Russians."

ThlrtrMUUmu Are Paid Ywly For Titled 


Fortune Banter*. 


It is estimated that American heir- 


esses pay annually to foreign titled for- 
tune banters the aggregate sum of $30,- 
000,000 to induce tbe titled foreigners; 
to marry them. Referring to this ovil, 
oiio of the United States senators, in »j 
speech on the floor of the senate the oth- 
er day, compared such American heir-i 
esses to' 'heifers fattened for the fcreign 
parket"—that is to say, fattened with 
their fathers' millions, which makes 
them attractive in the eyes of their aris- 
tocratic lords. So prevalent has become 
the fashion of rich American women 
marrying foreigners that the last New 
York legislature felt constrained to pass 
a law to protect such women aud their 
heirs from the disposition of their iras- 
bands to grab everything tbey possepg. 


This law provides that any woman 


born a citizen of the United States, who 
shall have m;uiii-d or shall marry an 
alien, and 
the foreign bom children 


and descendants of any snch woman 
shall, notwithstanding her or their resi- 
dence or birth in a foreign country, be 
intitled to take, hold, convey and de- 
•i.=e real property situated within the 
state of New York. Under this law if 
Mow York heiresses will have the bulk 
of their property at, home when they 
marry abroad they will be able to con- 
trol it and will thus be able to com- 
mand good treatment from their re- 
spective spouses. When a foreign for- 
tun« buutei guts the woman and her 
property into his own control, the re- 
sult is usually much misery tor the 
American woman, as the numerous sep- 
iratious and lawsuits growing out of 
uternational marriages testify.—Min- 
neapolis Tribnii-

NOT ALL DEAD YET.

ia John Henry Beard, one of the few 
6urv:vorsioJ the battl«' of Waterloo^ 


Having taken part in Jhis battle* 


fighting on the s-ide of the victors, 
js of itself a great distinction, but 


•iiig among-the lust survivors 0f 


this battle, in which ovw 250,000 
men took jtirt, is to have honor 
thrust upon him, Mr. Beard thinks. 


Few "men have lived a more dra- 


matic life than Mr. Beard, and he 
delight i» idling to the younger 
geota-atiot of the osciting timee 
when Napoleon was spreading con 
stematieu throughout Europe and 
England was almost at his mercy. 
It is wilt a keen <eye, a ready emile 
and a steady h«nfl that he greets 
his friends and acquaintances and 
is never at a iota to tell •» story 
about any particular time in the 
history of the century. He can re- 
count and picture events and scenes 
in tbe early parts of the nineteenth 
century with as much accuracy as 
a man who was a'participant in a 
stirring event in 1870 can tell of it 
now. It ia like reading history to 
converse with'Mr.'Beard for a -few 
moments, only vastly more real, for 
you talk with a man who has taken 
part in tbe events. 


At the age of IB the need of sol- 


diers was so great that he and other 
beys were notified that they must 
enlist in the regular army. Being 
the son <of a colonel, he was given 
the extra privilege of joining any 
regiment in the country. He'select- 
ed tLat'commanded by his father, 
and a few daye after he had cele- 
brated ffais birthday he was a regu- 
lar soWier in the service of England 
and A member of the Sixty-sixth 
regiment 


"I was but a boy," Mr. Beard 


eaid, when asked about his first ex- 
periences in the army. 
"There 


were many men in the regiment 
who had taken part in battles, been 
wounded and who had stood for 
hours on a battlefield. 
Some of the 


men had but lately returned from 
America, where they fought in the 
war of 1812. There were but very 
few 'green hands,' or recruits, in 
the regiment, but I was one of them. 
My father was very strict, and im- 
mediately after enlistment I was 
compelled to give up my residence 
under the officers' roof in the fort 
and go and live with the soldiers in 
the barracks." 


For four days before the battle of 


Waterloo ho says that his regiment 
marched back and forth from one 
place to another and was almost 
within 
hearing distance of the 


French guns. 
It was not called 


upon to enter the conflict until the 
decisive day, when orders came 
early in the morning to march to 
the front. Young Beard was in the 
front ranks of his father's com- 
mand, arid remembers, as if it were 
yesterday, the squares formed by 
the English 
soldiers, where the 


Fresch cavalry 
"foamed 
itself 


away." 


Beard was wounded three times in 


the hip, being btruck by two bullets 
at nearly the same instant and being 
hit again as ho lay wounded on the 
ground. He was carried to the rear 
and there Kaw Napoleon as the lat- 
ter was on his retreat toward Paris. 
A number of English soldiers were 
lying on the ground when Napoleon 
passed. 
Ho saw them and ap- 


proached within a short distance 
and then rode away, surrounded by 
a number of his men. 


Shortly after the battle of Water- 


loo young Beard's regiment was or- 
dered to Quebec, and he accom- 
panied it there. It was soon after 
he reached the age of 21 that he se • 
cured a leave of absence for a tew 
days, ostensibly to enjoy huntinjr 
IT, the %7CG<!s. Ho hacS liearii stories 
of the fabulous wealth to be secured 
in the Ktates, and resolved that 
his experience in the army should 
ceaso. With this intention he left 
Canada aiiO walked to Richmond, 


emce resided, except when in Lynn 
with his daughter.—Boston Globe.

An albatross will follow in a ship's 
wake for day», sailing steadily along 
With no morions of the wings, silent 
and inscrutable as, fate 
Xo other 


motion tbxn an occasional veer of 
th*« wings wh'^n tl-e bird desires to 
turn an angle IB observed. 
Despite 


the bird's marvelous power of sail- 
ing along, it JB very hard for it to 
rise from the water. 


The homeof tho albatross is in the 


antipodes and the Auckland islands. 
No lighthouse rears its head there, 
and heavy fogs and treacherous cur- 
rents swirl about the place. The 
bind is rough and mountainous on 
the coast, but inland marvelous flow- 
ers grow—wonderful asters, mar- 
guerites, lilies and gentians—and 
there millions upon millions of birds 
make their homes. 


Among the coarse herbage tbe 


pure white head of the albatross 
meets the eye. The body is larger 
than that of the swan, and its ex- 
panded wings measure 17 feet from 
tip to tip. Its glory has departed, 
for, while nothing can be grander 
than its flight over the ocean, noth- 
ing is more ludicrous than its wad- 
dle on tbe land. Its only sign of de- 
fense is to clap its beak in a helpless 
manner, for it cannot use its wings. 


The nest is a pile of enrth like a 


child's sand cnstle, and in the cup 
shaped top the albatross lays one 
egg. During the 60 days the egg is 
hatching the mother does not star 
from the nest, for if she did the sea 
hawks would swoop down on the egg 
and destroy it. The young bird is 
covered with fluffy down, pure white 
in color and =ilky as floss. The nes- 
tling is fed so assiduously that it be- 
comes immensely fat and rivals its 
parent in weight 
It is then desert- 


ed by the parents, who wander over 
the ocean, sometimes encircling the 
globe before returning home. 


The most remarkable thing in the 


history of the albatross is that dur- 
ing the absence of the parents the 
young nestling does not receive a 
mouthful of food. During the whole 
time,sometimes four months, it lives 
on the fat it has accumulated. 
In 


tbe open nest on a bleak hillside the 
young albatross is exposed all win- 
ter to sharp winds and the fiercest 
gales that ever rush across the ocean, 
yet at the end of its fast the young 
bird is lively and in good condition. 


The reason the parent birds go 


away is not known. Their desire for 
flight is a mystery, fox it is not the 
same as the migration of our north- 
ern birds to the south. When tbe 
parents return, they unceremonious- 
ly bundle out tiie nothng, which has 
become a slaty gray in color, and 
set about repairing the nest. The 
young bird still stays, around, .evinc- 
ing in many pretty ways its fond- 
ness for its, piii outs-, and nor till next 
year does it take its first flight to sea 
in company with its hard hearted 
father and moth

OLD TIME TROTTERS. 


«jrr»t Kfcc* That Ww Kun Ju J-r«ide« 


J»ik«oi>'* Time. 


The .-ports of the tin i were grow-, 


lug i» popularity in tho United ' 
States. The cuiite.st l.iy principally 
between the. Messengers and the 
Ba«haws, though for a time the 
Stars in their courses had prevailed 
against both. Probably all were of 
original Arabian stock. The Stars 
were slight of limb and had a 
tendency to contraction of the feet. 
The stronger Mee=«-ugt-rs were more 
to be depended upon for long dis- 
tance trotting. The Bashaws came 
from Barbary, and were of near and 
unquestionable Arabian origin. 


Ono of the must famous races in 


all the history of the turf was at this 
time fresh in the public mind. 
Hunting Park course, in Philadel- 
phia, was the scene, the time 1S31. 
The actors were such notable fliers 
as Topgallant, Whalebone, Dread, 
Chancellor, Collector, Lady Jack- 
eon, Moonshine and Columbus. The 
course was a three mile track, and 
there were four heats. The horses 
were generally docked, and the 
riders wore gorgeous suits of silk. 
"Eight such horses," says Wood- 
ruff, "and such riders had never 
met before, and it is doubtful wheth- 
er they will again." 


Topgallant, a Messenger, 
was 


nearly 24 years old, and was spav- 
ined at tuat. Whalebone had no 
pedigree, and was minus one eye. 
Columbus was known as the first 
horse that ever trotted the three 
mile course in less than eight min- 
ute*. Hu had a record of 7:58. Col- 
lector won the first heat, Topgallant 
the second and Dread the third and 
fourth. 


The victor was a gelding. Up to 


this time all famous male trotters 
were doomed to be the last of their 
line. The era of trotting stallions 
•was dawning. The rising hope of 
the Bashaws was a famous pacer, 
who was destined to make a record 
of two miles in 3 18 at the Center- 
ville (X. Y.)race in 1835. Hife name 
was shared with the great Demo- 
cratic president, and reporters for 
the papers divided their space equi- 
tably between the two Even a ref- 
erence to Andrew Jackson the Ba- 
shaw wa« not sufficiently specific in 
those days, for the Barbary titlo 
was one by which more than one 
lady of tbe cabinet circle had desig- 
nated the executive himself 


The Barbary horse was really the 


Arabian horse, that had removed 
with his master from the desert 
peninsula to northern Africa. The 
Arabs claim that the horse was first 
tamed by Ishmae], the son of Abra- 
ham—or, as they .style him, Ismail, 
ibn Ibrahim—aud that their famous 
coursers of tho present day are the 
descendants of the t-tecds of tbe pa- 
triarch's1 family 
Indeed the orien-

names of the sires- iu ascending line 
to the days of Knit; yolornon. The 
less the traveler iu Arabia is ac- 
quainted \\ ith the Arab character 
tbe more he will be impressed with 
these "claims of long descent."

The Texas ranger wears no uniform. 


HIH dress is composed of stoat, dark 
trousers, sometimes protected by over- 
alls, a woolen shirt, heavy sack coat, 
sombrero, boots, stout gloves and aporis. 
His arms are a single actioii 45 caliber 
colt's six shooter and a Winchester car- 
bine—not rifle. He famishes his own 
horse and bidding. 
If the horse is 


killed in action, the state replaces it. If 
it diet> or is stolen, the ranger must get 
another. The pay is $20 a. month for 
privat«fl, f 40 for sergeants, f 75 for lieu- 
tccauts and f 100 for captains. The state 
feeds them. Tbeir supplies include 3our, 
coffee, sugar, lard, bacon, beef, mutton 
and canned goods. They slay much 
game and add variety to tie bill of fare 
in that way. 


Owing to the settlement of the fron- 


tier snd the gradual establishment of 
law and order the ranger force has stead- 
ily (^creased for some years past. 
For- 


merly it consisted of six companies, 
numbering approximately 100 men earh. 
Today there are not more than 50 men 
in the service, all told, nor are they of 
so high a class as those who risked their 
lives back in the eighties. In those days 
the composition of the companies was 
unique. No native Texans were in the 
ranks. They were not enlisted because 
it was feared that their homo affilia- 
tions would interfere with their work. 
The men came from all sections of the 
nnion, lured by the spirit of adventure. 


Many of them were collegians. 
In 


Company F 15 years ago were two grad- 
uates of Yale, one of Harvard, one of 
Princeton, three from the University of 
Virginia and a dozeu from the smaller 
southern and western universities. Some 
of them now are high in political place 
iu the state of their adoption. Others 
sleep in the sandy stretches that sweep 
down to the tawny river, and even their 
graves have been leveled by the constant 
winds.—Exchange.

to a niysteriou.-, happening at the 
inonuiueiit in th<- anti.-lavery leader 
which .ii.iuiU.iTOSfiwaTi.niie. Three 
or four years ago a btory appeared 
iu the* Ui-.-jjatche» tt-lling how a iae- 
Ttsor had fallen one clear iii^ht and 
had Etruok the nioiiument directly 
in the (-enter, and had not only de- 
molished the structure, bnT had 
buried itself in the s-uil and was the 
wonder of the comniimiiy. 


It was represenTed as one of the 


greatest stones that nad ever fallen, 
and there was on the part of tht 
superstitious a fijelmg that it had 
come as a judgment on the life oi 
the man to whom the stone gtood, 
in .some wanner reflecting on hit life 
work. But it was most interesting 
to the scientists, who, from the verj 
full description of the stone, realize** 
that it was of great value to the etti 
dents of geology. Several eastern 
colleges wrote to the town for fuller. 
particulars and made bids for the 
meteor. One of the largest New 
York colleges was not content with 
that, but sent two of its professor; 
on a hurried trip across the conti- 
nent to bring the stone home at any 
cost 


The people or Osawatomie were 


astonished when strangers began to 
appear and ask for the stone. In a 
few days the place was tilled and the 
little hotel was making money by 
the wholesale. As the visitors went 
out to the monument they were all 
surprised to find it in perfect condi- 
tion and not a trace of any celestial 
visitor risible. Furthermore, no me- 
teor had ever been seen there, and 
none had fallen in the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant. The whole 
thing was a fake. 


Investigation failed for many 


months to find the source of the 
story. The papers that started it 
were satisfied that they had received 
it from what they considered good 
sources and would not reveal what 
the sources were. Finally there came 
a confession, which, however, was 
never known, outside a narrow cir- 
cle. 
The originator was the engi- 


neer on a branch road running 
through the vicinity of Osawatomie. 
He was a studious young man and 
took a deep interest in astronomy. 
He watched the heavens closely 011 
his night runs and one evening was 
speculating on what might happen 
if a large meteor should fall and de- 
molish some of the buildings or the 
monument, which is tho landmark 
for the vicinity. From that the step 
was easy to tell a newspaper friend 
that it had occurred, and the work 
was done. 


Many of tho admirers of the Kan- 


sas hero still think his monument is 
a ruas-s of ruins. Hundreds of let- 
tern and scores of visitors visit Osa- 
watouao concerning it, yet it never 
had tho leat-t foundation except in 
the imagination of a railroad man. — 
Chicago Times Herald.

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MULLIGAN'S LASTDAY 


A TERROR OF THE WEST WHO MADE 


HIS TAKING OFF MEMORABLE. 


Be Killed » Friend Who Tried to Per. 


suade Him to Surrender—Brought Down 
by a Bullet From a Militiaman's Kille. 
One of Murk Twain's Desperadoes. 
"Hie name was included in the little 


hst of Nevada desperadoes made by 
Mark Twain in 'Roughing It,' " said 
tlio Nevada pioneer. He did not say 
"Mark Twain," by the way, but "Sam 
Clemens," the name by which all old 
Nuvadans aud Cahformans knew the 
famous humorist. The pioneer was talk- 
lag of men of bis time who had died 
with their boots on, and Billy Mulligan 
was the character who just, now was tci 
the front. Some of the hostile mix tiris 
and shooting matches in which that 
younc Irishman had taken a hand ha'l 
boon relafcd, and now the narrator bad 
come to the day of his taking off. 


"Billy Mulligan had run a long 


string and lasted a good while for a man 
of Ins temper and practices, for be was 
tough out and out," continued the pio- 
neer. "His neck was in danger iu the 
days of the San Francisco vigilance 
committee, and he ran some narrow 
chances with tho law .uid lynchers aft- 
erward. He was a brave, desperate man, 
handy with weapons, and would fight 
"at the drop of the hat.' But he pulled 
through all trouble until the time came, 
which seems booner or later to belall al- 
most every desperado, when the strain 
of danger and the effect of constant 
drinking and excitement got the better 
of his nerves and judgment. When a 
desperado gets that way, there arc two 
courses that ho may take—quit tho 
country, quit drinking and get to work 
at an honest calling or stay and get 
killed. The last was what Mulligan 
chose, but he kept the business in his 
own hands and forced tho pace to the 
end. 


"It was at Carson City that the end 


came to Billy Mulligan. The cards had 
gone against him all night. Tho liquor 
he had drunk had made him ugly as lie 
walked out of the Esmeralda saloon oiui 
morning. Next door was a laundry, and 
a Chnmman, ironing clothes, lifted his 
face to the window juut a« Mulligan 
was passing. \Vithont a word the des 
perado drew his Distal and fired tl rough 
the glass, blowing tho Chinaman's 
bra::;K c;:t, '.hc-a v.-c^t 01: to tha hetcl 
where he was staying, and up stairs to 
his room in the top story. 7 no door of 
his room opened near tho head of tho 
stairway, and when the sheriff's offi- 
cers csinio to arr«"f v»m for k'll'ng the 
Chinaman ho stood them off with his 


denth to some of them to try to rush up 
tho stairway, and they stopped at tho 
foot to consider. John Colcnian, a par- 
ticular friend of Mulligan, who was 
with them, tried to persuade him to 
mirrender.

The following table, compiled 
by Mr. Smith, shows that the amount 
of cotton consumed annually by our 
sou them cotton null* has been steadily 
increasing since 1890, while the amount 
consumed by the cotton mills of New

During the past aeven years, as dis- 


closed by the foregoing table, tbe ca- 
pacity of our southern cotton mills has 
almost doubled, while that of New 
England during the same length of tune 
baa fallen oft considerably. 


The explanation which Mr. Smith 


gives of these figures u complete and 
satisfactory. 
"In tbe south," says he. 


"ear mills are always tote of cheaper 
raw material and cheaper labor than is 
possible in any other section. Material 
u cheaper because it is produced at the 
wary doors of the mill, and is therefore 
free from the numerous charges made 
for transportation, insurance an4 com- 
pressing. Labor u cheaper because the 
cost of anbristence to a large degree 
fixes tbe rate of wages. Cheap subgiet 
ence in the wrath can be obtained be- 
cause the soil is easily tilled and tbe 
climate mild. ' * 


Is it possible for the cotton men of 


Kew England to resist the logic con- 
tained in these simple statements of 
fact? Dndonbtedly it is nature's plan 
that the cotton industry should be re- 
stricted to the south, and if such is the 
ease it i* useless for our New England 
competitors to defy the inevitable. In- 
stead of trying to reverse the order of 
nature, why should they not invest their 
capital in this section? 


On the line of more intimate trade re- 


lations between the north and the south 
Mr. Smith argues that as soon as the 
cotton industry la fully developed >n 
this section it will profoundly affect ev- 
ery existing interest. Says Mr. Smith: 


"Southern cotton mills will create 


traffic and new trade currents. 


When the south has products which it 
can eell to tbe west for less than simi- 
lar products now cost in New England, 
the west will buy them from the south, 
and then for the first tune in their his- 
tory southern railroads lecding to tbe 
west will have long hauls, full cars and 
return freights. The scsih might read- 
ily make most of the cotton goods man- 
ufactured in America. An enormous 
quota of these goods would go to the 
consumers is the great agricultural dis- 
tricts and tbe manufacturing centers of 
the west. The entire west produces ne j 
cessities which 
they could erpoit 


through southern seaports, tbe shortest 
way, 
and in time to be tbe cheapest in 


transportation. Long hauls, full cars 
and freight both ways will create 
through freight lines and low rates be- 
tween the west autl auuih, which will 
enable western products from a large 
section to reach many foreign, points by 
way of the south Atlantic and gulf ports 
at much leas than the present cost 
through northern ports." 


In the course of this same address Mr. 


Smith discussed at some length other 
pertinent phases of our southern indus- 
trial development, showing that no sec- 
tion of the country possessed more opu- 
lent or diversified resources than the 
south and that no section of tbe country 
could beast of greater possibilities. — 
Exchange.

The cleverest horse on the New York 


police force is Pompey, whoso register- 
ed number on tbe books of the depart- 
ment is 128 Let any horse or police- 
man who disputes this statement step 
forward and prove to tbe contrary. 


Pompey gave an exhibition of hi-* tal- 


ents for the benefit of Tbe Sunday Jour- 
nal. He can count and understands or- 
dinary conversation. He is, in fact, al- 
most as intelligent as a policeman. 


He is the steed and inseparable com- 


panion of Roundsman Redmund P. 
Keresey of the Thirty-eighth precinct, 
which is in the annexed district. Pom- 
pey is remarkable not alone for his tal- 
ents; he has also a history, which is 
full of human interest 


His intelligence developed so rapidly 


that Keresey began to tearh him a few 
tricks. He would tickle him under the 
right fore leg with a straw and saj, 
"Pompey, give me your right hand " 
At first the horse would raise his leg to 
avoid the tickling, hot soon he learned 
to do the same thing merely when he 
beaid the words ''right hand." 


Tbe game process taught him to offer

8. Mosby all over the state. When it, 
was announced that Colonel Mosby 
would apply to President McKinley for 
an office, some of bis old opponents 
opened fire on him again for going over 
to the Republicans after the war and 
particularly for his always cordially ex- 
pressed admiration for General Grant. 
It was rather poor business, and for a 
time Colonel Mosby paid no attention to 
it, bnt finally, when the. hope was ex- 
pressed that if appointed he would not 
be credited to Virginia, the colonel pre- 
pared a card in reply, and it appeared in 
the newspapers. He reviewed briefly his 
career as soldier and citizen, stood by 
his gens and reminded his opponents 
that he was no longer a citizen of the 
state. He would abide by the record, he 
said. He had done his duty, and if Vir- 
ginia chose to reject him let her, said 
be, quoting from 'Childe Harold:' 


"Lift the laurels on a loftier brow- 
Arid be the Spartan epitaph on me. 
Sparta Imth many a worthier son than he. 
"Do you know, the colonel's grit and 


bis poetry caught the popular feeling, 
and the attacks on him ceased. A short 
time after that came the accident to 
Colonel Mosby at Charlottesville, which 
cost him an eye, and sympathy was ex- 
pressed for him iu evtry quarter. Tbe 
Virginians like sentiment, and that bit. 
from Byrou, grittily applied, did the 
work for Mosby's ••utcsies," — NVw 
York Tribune.

Inquest on a Small Dead Doe- 


All inquest was held recently before 


Judge Stiuer in New York to determine 
tho cause of the death of Cliquot, a 
blue and tan terrier which perished un- 
der suspicions circumstances on Feb. 7 
at the uge of 4 months. The proceed- 
ing took the form of a suit for 338 dam- 
ages, brought by Burton Harley, Oli- 
qnot's owner, ap;tiust Samuel K. John- 
sou, the proprietor of fiio New York 
Veterinary hospitiil. 


Mr. Harley, who was once u min- 


strel, but now raises dogs, said that 
Cliquot's appetite fell off in February 
and an eruption broke out on him. He 
took him to the hospital, where Dr. Ko- 
senkranz gave him a prescription con- 
taining arsenic, opium and two ouTice.s 
of nnx vomica. He was directed to give 
the pup three spoonfuls a clay of the 
mixture. The druggist advised him to 
give only half a dose. He administered 
half a spoonful. Cliquot was seized 
with tremors, and in one minute was 
dead. Harley thinks the medicine did 
it. Tho defense contended that distem- 
per caused death.—New York Herald.
